A signed pedigree application for unborn calves should be furnished with bred fe- 
males, showing names and record numbers of sire and dam, as well as service 
date.

The following is a quotation from a recent editorial in a leading daily livestock 
publication, that provides some interesting observations: 

‘‘A man whose business is the health and welfare of livestock remarked, after a 
Monday morning stroll down the alleys for a look at the thousands of cattle in the 
run, “‘I hardly saw a horn. That’s progress}?’’ 

It hadn’t occurred to us to inspect the cattle supply in this light, but he’s right. 
Next time you're in the yards, take a look for yourself. Horns seem to be the ex- 
ception any more, and usually the rare exception. 

Cows are the chief horn bearers these days. Probably that is true because the 
herd owner is not immediately concerned with selling cows, as he is with steers or 
heifers, and is therefore not inclined togo tothe extra effort to remove their horns, 
Maybe some farmers and ranchers still regard horns as useful for protection pur - 
poses on the cow. And, in rough country, there could be something to that. 

But it is easy to note that the bulk of the ‘‘income cattle’’ go to market or to 
feedlot without horns now. And that fact represents a considerable triumph for the 


loss-conscious people who have been trying to educate against horn damage for 
years.
